REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claims recite in part creating a defect determination range by 

shifting outwardly an outline of a region associated with each of said pattern functions, 

and based on overlap of said defect and said defect determination range, determining 

whether to register said defect. 

The above features, as explicitly recited, and in combination with the other 

elements of the claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the nearest prior art of the 

record. 

Prior arts Shibata, Usui, Kikuchi, Noda, Zachariah, Chen, and Shishodo do not 
disclose the specifics of the independent claims, specifically the relationship between 
the shifting of a defect range as determined by the sensitivity pattern function. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
